SOGGY DRY LAKE, CAL., Oct. 15, 
1972 — When an individual’s response 
to a given situation seems to bear no 
relations to tHe situation, we say the 
individual is irrational or mad, and if it 
happens often enough or if the 
consequences of his irrational acts are 
serious enough, we have him committed 
to an asylum. 

But what is the term when large 
organizations, the building stones of a 
society, act irrationally? Can an 
organization be insane, or a society? 
And if so what can be done about it? 

The organizers of the Golden Bear 
World Championship Enduro had a 
great idea. To give the riders something 
new, they decided to route part of the 
course over a military base where there 
was some nice riding terrain. It was 
quite a lot of trouble to secure 
permission to use the area, but after 
some- weeks of effort they were 
successful. They had obtained 
permission for the 360 entrants to ride 
one time over an area whose sole use, up 
until that time, was bombing and 
gunnery practice. It represented some 
sort ofa minor triumph of mind over 
military. 

Then, two weeks before the event, 
Secretary of Defense Laird, decreed that 
no grounds for war was to be used by 
mere mortals for sporting purposes. 

A directive was sent out from the 
Pentagon. Such directives, however, 
take time and since the individuals on 
the base were not opposed to the event, 
they were quite willing to let the 
Golden. Bear proceed as agreed upon 
pending the receipt of the directive. 
Enter the Sierra Club. 

The Sierra Club found out about the 
proposed run and the directive in 
progress, and proceeded to do what 
they do best: they wrote letters. They 
wrote to everyone concerned and made 
sure that the men in charge knew 
officially of the directive and the 
consequences if they failed to act. One 
week before the event, the permission 
to use the land was cancelled. 

Now when an organization dedicated 
to the preservation of things natural and 
beautiful forms. an alliance with a war 
department which is dedicated to 
destruction, for the purpose of 
preventing the formation of tire tracks 
across an area used for bombing 
practice, and set aside for - total 
destruction, what can we conclude 
about the sanity of the society in which 
we live? God help us if we ever decide 
to hold an enduro in North Vietnam. 
No telling what kind of ecological 
damage we might do riding through the 
bomb holes — or trailing through the 
defoliated woods! ` 

To the CERA’s credit, they refused 
to let the irrationalities of the Sierra 
Club deter them. They rerouted the run 
at the last minute and still managed to 
post almost 200 miles of fairly decent 
riding. 

The run began with a cold engine 
start, making a gradual shift toward 
ISDT-type running. The bikes were all 
impounded the night before and every 
entrant pushed his bike to the line and 
was given one minute to start his engine. 









About 80% of the riders managed to get 
started in the required one minute and 
avoided the loss of 20 points. 

The rerouted course was good, but 
not spectacular. About every -type of 
terrain that was available in the Soggy 
Dry lake region was included and the 
sections were judiously pieced together 
so that riding was quite varied. 

On the first loop, for instance, 
sections of road alternated with 
sandwash, rocky, choppy cross-country 
trail, narrow rocky wash and smooth, 
loping non-rocky desert trail. Although, 
in the main, the constant 24 MPH 
schedule was easy to maintain, a couple 
of canyons with rock piles and ledges to 
be climbed gave riders a few problems. 

Loop two was the killer. Although 
not substantially different from the first 
loop, it contained three sand hills that 
many riders considered unnecessary, 
unfair or both. 

Dave Evans, no slouch of a rider, said 
that it took three helpers to horse his 
250 Ossa to the top of the first hill. He 
lost about 30 minutes. The sand was 
fairly firm for the early riders, but got 
progressively worse. Dave was riding a 
number in the forties. 

Apparently once the sand gets 
loosened, engine size is of little 
importance. Big Nortons were having 
just about as much trouble on it as little 
Hodakas. Many riders dropped out at 
the hill and some who made it were too 
exhausted to attempt loop three. 

The sand hills are part of a range of 
such hills and one or more of them has 
been included in every Golden Bear to 
date. According to Orin Beck, one of 
the organizers of the run, as Jong as the 
Golden Bear is held in the Lucerne 
Valley region, a sand hill will be a part 
of it. According to several of the riders I 
talked to, if the sand hill is included in 
the next Golden Bear they won’t ride it. 
Interesting. 

Will the entry-hungry CERA 
succumb to the pressure from the riders 
or will they stick to their principle, 
whatever it might be? Tune in next year 
at this time for the next episode of 
“CERA and the Sand Hills.” 

After the sand hills, there was the 
second of the ISDT-type special tests, a 
timed cross-country speed _ test. 
Unfortunately, many of the riders were 
too tired to give it an honest effort. 
There were nine, however, who tied for 
top spot at 19 minutes indicating a need 
for greater precision in the timing. 

The third loop gave the people in the 
pits something to watch as the riders 
circled around the pits, climbed a steep 
range of hills and then -made a very 
steep descent down a sandy hill to the 
dry lake at the edge of the pits. They 
crossed at the edge of the lake in the 
mounded soft sand and then headed 
back up into the rocky hills on the far 
side. 

By comparison to the second loop, it 
was quite easy and most of those who 
started the third loop, finished. About 
80 riders turned in their cards at the 
end, but promoter Ed Wight figures that 
only about 50 of them will be legitimate 
finishers; that is, less than one hour late. 
360 riders started. 








Most riders felt that the technical 
details of this year’s championship were 
very well handled. Mileages were 
accurate and times were, for the most 
part, accurate. One check had its watch 
an even ten minutes off, but that should 
be no problem. Marking was quite good. 
There were no reports of people lost. 

There were a goodly number of top 
riders in the event, including Carl Price, 
Bob Steffan, Bud Howesman, Dave 
Evans, Mil Green and Cal Bottom so 
picking a probable winner would be 
very difficult, but Green and Bottom 
have a slight edge because they had very 
early numbers. Souvenir pins were given 
to all the riders who started, but only 
the finishers received the Golden Bear 
tee-shirts. 

A 200-mile run takes an enormous 
amount of effort. Ed Wight and his crew 
have been working on it for months. 
The imagination that he has put into it, 
in the form of special tests and varied 
terrain, make it a run that I personally 
look forward to every year. Not as a fun 
type run, but as a real challenge. 

It would be a shame to see it die 
from harrassment by various 
organizations with nothing better to do 
than harrass. It would likewise be a 
shame to see it die because of blind 
spots on the part of the promoters 
regarding sand hills. Let’s hope things 
work out better next year. 

Results in about two-weeks.

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BAD NEWS IN NEVADA 

This is a letter for a plea for help. As 
a motorcycle enthusiast here in town, I 
want to get across to all the sportsman 
in the state of Nevada what is happening 
to their rights to use off road vehicles 
for hunting, fishing and just down right 
pleasure. Do you people who own 
campers, dune buggies, jeeps, ect. realize 
that the laws being passed are aimed at 
you also? Someone in the legislature in 
Carson City is going to make it 
impossible for us to do anything of this 
nature at the rate they are going. 

Does the State of Nevada realize that 
there are 25,085 registered motorcycles 
in the state of Nevada, plus 12,000 
owners of off road vehicles? That 


_ 25,000 registered motorcycles retail for 


an average of $760.00 totaling 
$19,000,000.00. The state receives 3.5% 
in taxes of the total. The 12,000 off 
road vehicles average 650.00 dollars 
each, total $7.8 million dollars. The 
state receives 3.5% of this total. Clark 
county alone averages $60,000 per 
month for parts only. The state receives 
3.5% taxes for this amount. Registration 
fees for the 25,000 motorcycles average 
$20.00 giving this state a total of 
$501,700.00. S 

The people who own these vehicles 
are not hippies and the like. Most are 
business men, professional men, and law 
biding citizens, who enjoy being able to 
get out in the fresh air and away from 
the tensions of every day life. For 
people who sit behind a desk in Carson 
City and never get out among the 
people to find out what is going on and 
make laws that are so ridiculous, is an 
insult to each of these people.

The Department of Parks and Recreation 
will soon begin a study of the entire County 
to determine areas that are suitable for 
development of motorcycle trails and riding 
areas. The main emphasis of the study will be 
directed towards locating a large area that can 
be developed as a multiple use area, i.e. trails, 
camping, picnicking, etc. No attempt will be 
made to provide competition tracks at any 
facilities developed by the County. 

Discussions have been held with 
representatives of the California Department 
of Parks and Recreation who will be 
administering the Off-Highway Vehicle Fund. 
They: are in the process of developing the 
criteria for grant applications and will forward 
them to the local jurisdictions when 
completed. 

This department anticipates that its study 
will be completed and that a site or sites will 
be chosen for which applications can” be 
prepared. The Off-Highway Vehicle Fund will 


provide 75% of the acquisition and 
development costs of an acceptable 
off-highway vehicle area. The locai 


jurisdiction must provide 25% of the cost and 
this 25% can be made up with the $4 returned 
to the County of registration.

There are more than 16 million acres of 
desert in Southern California. But their scenic 
beauty and fragile ecology are being steadily 
eroded by off-road vehicle, runaway 
development, cheap housing tracks, improper 
grazing and unwise recreational use. 

The desert that looked endless and 
impenetrable to the California pioneers has 
already been criss-crossed with roads and 
utility rights-of-way, pockmarked by past, 
present and speculative mining operations, 
littered with trash and debris and plundered 
of its natural and scientific values. 

| recently introduced a bill that would 
develop a comprehensive land use plan in the 
desert areas of San Bernardino, Riverside, 
Imperial, Kern and Inyo counties, 

Senator John Tunney has co-sponsored my 
bill. It is similar to legislation introduced 
earlier in the House of Representatives by 
Congressmen Robert Mathias (R., Visalia) and 
Jerry Pettis (R., Loma Linda). 

We save more than mountains, plateaus, 
dry lake beds, rocks and sand when we 
protect the desert. There are more than 700 
species of flowering plants, of which 217 are 
found nowhere else in the world. And it 
contains many rare and endangered species of 
wildlife and fishes — including the bighorn 
sheep and the imperiled desert pupfish.

TO ALL GROUPS INTERESTED 
IN OFF-HIGHWAY VEHICLE 
USE AND ENFORCEMENT 


This department has requested all 
California law enforcement agencies to 
begin active enforcement of Division 
16.5 of the Vehicle Code wherever such 
compliance activities are not already in 
effect. 

Our information campaign to bring 
these requirements to public attention 
has been intense and it will continue, 
However, the time has come for strong 
enforcement efforts to support and 
supplement DMV information activities. 

It should be pointed out that any 
vehicles trespassing on private land can 
be cited not only for that violation but 
also for failure to obtain and display the 
off-highway use sticker. All violations of 
Div. 16.5 VC are classified as 
“infractions” and as such are subject to 
fines ranging up to $250. 

A portion of the fees ($15 for each 
two-year period or portion thereof) 
collected from off-highway vehicle 
identification is returned to local 
government in lieu of property taxes on 
these vehicles, and another portion is 
available to local government in grants 
administered by the Department of 
Parks and Recreation for off-highway 
vehicle recreation facilities. Thus, better 
compliance directly produces more 
funds for these special purposes.

Something’s wrong...Ed. 
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by John Huetter and the CN Staff 

Many moons ago, somebody around 
here had the bright idea of taking a 
quick look at the (then) newly 
proliferating lightweight racer market. 
That was before we stopped to think 
how many of the 125 motocrossers 


there really were...and some new ones - 


were even imported during the time of 
our review. Well, lightweight freaks, this 
is it. Appropriately enough, our 
thirteenth and final in what may have 
seem like a never-ending series of 
impressions on the 125 dirt racers. 
Frankly, we couldn’t think of any more 
125s that are being widely used in 
competition, either, so there wasn’t 
much choice. 

`The last of the lightweights for this 
go-round is one that we've received 
literally a couple of requests, wondering 
why we hadn’t reviewed it. The 125 
Puch motocross stands out in the minds 
of almost every competitor as a very 
unique sort of machine. Fairly new in 
this country, an Austrian motorcycle, 
from a firm that has historically been 
big into lightweights, and with a distinct 
personality that effectively defies 
comparison of the Puch with any of the 
other machinery around. 

It is distinctive im a manner that 
combines the angular Central European 
“look”, of the MZ and Jawa, with 
styling and configurations that work for 
the American market. It is, frankly, a 
very attractive-looking piece of 

_ motorcycle, with superb, neat finish. 
Attention to detailing should serve as an 
example for all racing motorcycle 
manufacturers. 

Basic architecture of the Puch 
involves a spare-looking double 
downtube frame, with a couple of 
bolt-on support gussets. Cradled within 
the downtubes is a 123.5cc 
displacement engine that is just slightly 
oversquare. Puch has for sometime had 
the radial-finned head which is now all 
the rage on everything from 
lawnmowers to roadracers. 

On the 125 Puch, it really does help 
engine .cooling, which is a lot more 
critical on the smaller displacement 
machines since any power loss due to 
heat can be a very noticeable one. 
Especially in the desert. 

Slight tickle to the 30mm Bing, 
which lurks behind the black skirt, and 
the Puch starts on the first kick, hot or 
cold. When it does start, you'll think 
you’re on a street bike rather than a 
gawdamighty fast racer. It is very quiet. 
The Italian-made Silentium silencer. is 
absolutely great. Everybody ought to 
race a Puch, they’re quiet enough that 
nobody, but nobody, could complain 
about the noise. The engine itself is also 
mechanically quiet and vibration-free, 
which means lots less rider fatigue and 
spectator approval. We could actually 
carry on a conversation, with helmets 
on, when the Puch was running. 

Now, you’ve got the thing started, 
better look in the tank and see if there’s 
enough premix for a few hot laps, 
dummy!. Aha, very nice plastic lining in 
the gas tank. Caps snaps on fairly 
snugly, too. Tank doesn’t seem to want 
to leak at either end. Ease back on the 
seat, which is rather firm, but feels OK. 
(It didn’t bottom out later on in a little 
MX and cross-country action.) 

Pop the shifter down into the first of 
the five. Snick, very neat and positive. 
As it turns out, the other four are 
equally sure and feel good. Only 
gedrbox/shifting problem is the 
tremendous gap between first and 
second and the fact that neutral wants 
to disappear when the engine gets hot. 
It seems like first is to get the bike 
moving and the top four nicely spaced 
gears are for actually racing the thing. 
Stock gearing is tall, which allows you 
to get going very fast. More on speed 
and other daring exploits later. 

Out onto the course, other attributes 
become obvious. You have to really 
wick the engine. At a point when it 
seems that most motocrossers are about 
out of revs, the Puch comes on for a 
whole bunch more. Keep the throttle 
on, keep it in the right gear (which was 
usually third or fourth) and hooboy! It 
is some rapid motorcycle. 

It also tracks like a train; excellent 
straight line stability. Suddenly, you see 
why them guys have been winning in 
the desert on Puchs. Just put it on a 
line, whether through a corner or over 
the terrain and it stays there with no 
hassle, no deviation. 

Fhe power has somewhat limited 
applications, however. It’s hard to loft 
the front end with throttle since any 
sudden power makes the rear wheel spin 
when the Puch’s going straight. It is also 
a hard bike to slide. The rear end just 
doesn’t want to break loose in a slide 


g racer. It wouldn't slide but just stuck tenaciously im any groove the rider selected for it.

when you dial on the power. The Puch 
continues in the direction you’ve 
pointed it and goes faster. The testers 
counted this a virtue. 

Maybe it won’t impress your friends 
sliding, but it’ll get you from Point A to 
Point B faster, which is pretty 
impressive in racing. The only handling 
quirk encountered with the Puch, which 
was generally counted first rate in 
suspension and handling departments, 
was a tendency to shake its head a little 
from side to side over rough terrain at 
speed. It wasn’t that unsettling and 
nothing awful happened but it does 
want to flick from side to side when 
you’re moving. 

There was a question if wider, lower 
bars wouldn’t help this since nobody 
particularly liked the stock ones, mainly 
as being too tall and narrow.. Flatter 
bars would at least be more 
confidence-inspiring. The enduro type 
handholds would not be our choice for 
motocross. 

Now that we’ve gotten started with 
no problem, gone through the gears 
with no problem, and gotten going very 
fast in the direction we’ve pointed it (A 
lot of bikes won’t do that!) with no 
problem, we tried slowing the Puch 


down. And ran into a problem. It didn’t 


want to stop. The rear brake seemed 
insensitive and weak and the front brake 
was even weaker. Adjustment of the 
rear brake helped the stopping power 
but didn’t add to the “feel”. The big,

FLOWERY BRANCH, GA., Oct. 15, 
1972 — Sweden’s Ake Jonsson powered 
his works Maico to a precision win 
during round five of the Trans-AMA 
International 500 class. Roger DeCoster 
(Suz) was able to slip into second 
overall in the final standings when 
Jonsson’s Maico teammate, Hans 
Maisch, winner of the first moto and 
second in the next, was disqualified in 
the final race for failure to heed the 
black flag. Jimmy Weinert placed his 
Yamaha third overall, the highest 
finishing position yet for an American 
in the Trans-AMA series. 

The entire day started off wrong 
when the promoters of Road Atlanta 
failed to have on hand the $10,000 
prize money in cash as required by the 
AMA. 

Russ Coe, the AMA’s Director of 
Competition, said that he had contacted 
the Road Atlanta management at 12:30 
PM on Friday about the cash only rule 
and they should have had plenty of time 
to draw the money from their bank. 
The AMA would not even allow riders 
out onto the course for practice, which 
was scheduled at 9 AM, and by 1:00 in 


the afternoon, after four hours of 
restless waiting by thousands of 
spectators, the AMA was preparing to 
cancel the International event. 

Then, the track was able to notify 
AMA personnel in charge that it had 
collected enough real cash at the 
entrance gate to take care of the purse, 
At 1:30 PM, the crowd went wild when 
Roger DeCoster wheelied out onto the 
course to being the short one hour 
practice. 

A field of only 31 riders, 14 of them 
Europeans, pulled into the starting gate 
for the first of three 30-minute 
international motos. It seems most of 
the main line Japanese-sponsored 
European riders are in Japan for a series 
there. 

Word is that Joel Robert has 
reinjured his knee and won't be making 
any of the races here. The presence of 
so few American riders shows that 
without a factory or distributor 
sponsorship competing in the 
Trans-AMA series is a difficult venture. 

When the gate dropped, Hans Maisch 
rocketed his prototype Maico into the 
lead, followed by Pierre Karsmakers, 
Gary Jones and Ake Jonsson. Gary was 
doing the home country boys proud as 
he used the tremendous power of the 
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1gs 500 Yam inThird _ 


But when it was all ovey, Jim Weinert was top American...ever. 
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500 Yamaha to devour the hills of red 
Georgia clay and pass Karsmakers for 
second, 

Ake also passed Karsmakers to move 
up into third, and the three of them, 
Maisch, Jones and Jonsson, were way 
out front. Marty Tripes worked up to 
fourth and then crashed, recovering in 
about 20th position and out of 
contention, 

On the seventh lap, Jonsson got by 
Gary and two laps later, DeCoster 
moved up into fourth. 

Maisch and Jonsson had built up a 
70-yard lead on Gary, who was still 
followed by DeCoster. 

It took. World Champ DeCoster three 
laps to reel in on Gary. They ran 
wheel-to-wheel for another two laps 
before Roger was able to swing inside 
on one of the tricky off-camber turns 
and take Gary. All this while, Weinert 
was back banging handlebars . with 
Lackey and pulled on past the Kawasaki 
rider. Jim’s position was safe for three 
more laps but then Brad passed to 
regain his sixth. 

Gary dropped his bike and was 
quickly passed by Kring. Weinert then 
retook Lackey again. 

The moto finished Maisch, Jonsson, 
DeCoster, who was unable to gain any

ground on the flying Maicos, Jones, 
Weinert, Lackey, and Bengt Aberg. 

Moto two saw Jonsson throttle to 
the lead, followed closely by Suzuki's 
Rich Thorwaldson, then Maisch. 

Roger DeCoster got another poor 
start and quickly began working his way 
up. Maisch moved by Thorwaldson on 
lap two and the pair of Maico pilots 
proceeded to build up a lead of twelve 
seconds. Karsmakers got around 
Thorwaldson on the next lap for third 
position, and Roger moved in behind 
Rich to take fifth. 

Gary Jones was forced to slow early 
in the race when his frame began to 
break from the pounding it was 
receiving from the rough track. The 
resulting vibration was- blistering his 
hands badly. 

Weinert (Yam) moved in on Lackey 
(Kaw) and the two were passing each 
other back and forth in a fantastic 
battle for seventh. After about four laps 
of handlebar clashing, Weinert was able 
to pull off from Lackey with enough 
distance to secure his position. 
Thorwaldson had dropped back and 
Heikki Mikkola was lapped when his 
engine began to run poorly. 

Up front, Jonsson and Maisch 
maintained their invincible pace to the 








rules, 


checkered, followed by DeCoster, who 
could find no way to reel them in, then 
Karsmakers, Kring, and Weinert. John 
DeSoto had resprained his foot and 
retired from the day’s competition. 

Ake got off first in the third moto, 
but this time DeCoster was second with 
a good start. Maisch was in third and for 
five laps he tailed DeCoster, then put 
the zap on him to regain his second 
moto position behind Ake. Roger 
decided to settle back and maintain his 
steady third. Karsmakers was holding 
down fourth. Brad Lackey was doing 
fine in fifth, but Gary Jones was right 
behind, trying to apply pressure, with 
Weinert behind GAry. 

The three Americans were really 
cooking and Lackey looked like he was 
going to get Karsmakers, but the moto 
ran out too soon. Back during the 
middle of the moto, Maisch had lost his 
silencer. AMA referee, John Lancione, 
signaled for Hans to be black flagged, 
which he was. Hans, accustomed to 
running in International events where a 
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But Hans Maisch beat both of them, only to be disqualified for not paying attention to AMA 





competitor is not black flagged unless 
he is creating a danger to the other 
competitors, refused to leave the race 
for the loss of a silencer. He ignored the 
black flag right up until the final lap, 
then pulled off the track and went to 
his pit. 

Jonsson won the moto and overall. 
DeCoster finished second to earn second 
overall. Karsmakers finished the moto in 
third. Jones dropped back on the last 
lap when his Yamaha rebroke its frame, 
after having been rewelded. Brad 
Lackey finished fourth. Jim Weinert’s 
fifth place finish and Maisch’s 
subsequent disqualification gave 
Weinrert third overall: highest American 
yet in the Trans-AMA. Also of note is 
the large number of Americans who 
followed Jim in the final standings. 

John Lancione, AMA MX referee, 
later said that he had disqualified 
Maisch for the moto because his muffler 
had fallen off, and had disqualified him 
overall because he failed to stop for the 
black flag.

The 250 class was set up with two 
ten-minute qualifying motos; top fifteen 
riders out of each transferring to the 
feature. A consolation was also run, 
with the top ten riders getting to run in 
the feature. Two motos were then run 
for the overall scoring. 

Jim West gassed his Husky into the 
lead of the first feature with DeWayne 
Jones hot on his heels. The Yamaha 
factory rider was really stuffing his bike 
into the turns in an allout effort to 
catch West, but on the second lap he 
went down hard. He was in twentieth 
position before he was underway again, 
leaving him out of contention totally 
when he did the same number three 
more times before the moto finished 
out. 

Bob Grossi moved in behind his 
Husky teammate to pick up second. 
Bob proceeded to take up where 
DeWayne left off. He finally outgunned 
him to shoot by just before the flag for 
the win. 

Sonny DeFeo unloaded hard on a 
downhill section and sat on thé sidelines 
for a couple of laps before he was able 
to get underway again. Jack Penton, 
riding the new KTM 250 in his 
qualifying moto, got out of shape going 
over one of the jumps and crashed. He 
was taken off unconscious, 

The track was watered constantly 
throughout the day, but it couldn’t 
keep down the thick, red dust. By the 
final moto, the dust was so thick and 


choking that most of the spectators had 
left and the riders were embittered. 

Peter Lamppu and Jimmy Weinert 
said that the track was just plain gross. 

Jones shot out into the lead at the 
start of the final 250 moto. He looked a 
little more cautious this time, but when 
Ron DeSoto nudged his CZ past 
DeWayne at the end of the first lap, 
DeWayne juiced it to retake his lead. All 
of a sudden, DeWayne began to slack up 
on his pace as Jim West came from 
behind to take the lead. 

A race began for second and third 
positions when DeWayne tired anc 
dropped back even further. Bill Cook 
(Mai), Bob Brown {CZ), and Peter 
Lamppu (Kaw) were destroying the 
track and seemingly each other as they 
flew around the course, swapping 
positions three or four times a lap. 

Bob Grossi meanwhile powered 
through all of them to cop a temporary 
second. 

On the tenth lap, out of nowhere, 
came Gary Semics (Hus), who worked 
his way up through the group to secure 
third after two laps. Gary began to work 
on Grossi, and, after two more laps, was 
able to outfox the factory Husky rider. 

The checkered waved to signal the 
end of what was the most exciting race 
of the day: West coming across the line 
first, then Semics, Grossi, and Cook just 
nipping by in time to take fourth away 
from Lamppu.

WESTERVILLE, O., Oct. 13, 1972 — 
Not only will you not be able to tell the 
players without a program on next 
year’s AMA professional circuit, you 
won't. be able to tell what the program 
is unless you’re up on the rule changes 
and modifications that came out of the 
just completed AMA Competition 
Congress. In some ways, this year’s 
congress has had some of the most 
far-reaching impact of any in recent 
years. This is in addition to the obvious 
increased influence of motocross in 
AMA planning and rule-making. (Just 
think, a couple of years ago you 
couldn’t get the AMA interested in that 
furrin racing.) 

Briefly summarized below are some 
of the major rule changes affecting the 
pros and a few of the more significant 
equipment changes; ones that may mean 
machine modification or 
reclassification. Next week, we'll get 
into the amateur rule changes and the 
creation of a new competition class: the 
“semi-pro”. Effectively, that means that 
amateurs will be able to race for cash, in 
some cases. 


Professional Rules 

The maximum piston displacement 
for Experts and Juniors has been 
reduced from 900cc to 750cc. 

Any meet carrying the title of state 
or local championship shall be limited 
to bona fide residents of the territory 
covered by the championship granted. 
The address as shown on the application 
for the current competition license shall 
be the determining factor. 

The number or points required for 
advancement from Novice to Expert in 
motocross has been increased from 40 
to 70 points. However, advancement 
points per moto were also raised to 10 
for first place, nine for second, etc., 
down to one for tenth place. Using any 
machine other than the one used in the 
first moto will be prohibited. 

Of all motocross meets with a purse 
of $1,200 or more, except National and

International events, the promoter may 
charge riders a general admission fee. 

As of January 1, 1974, the following 
class breakdown will be employed for 
motocross, excluding National and 
International events:

361-Open 4-stroke 


Professional National Championship 

The deadline for National 
Championship sanction applications was 
changed from 30 days to 60 days in 
advance of the date set for the annual 
meeting of the Competition Congress. 
Now Hear This 

Effective , January 1, 1973, all 
National dirt track championships . 
(professional) shall be limited to Expert 
riders only The following format will 
apply for all National race meets. 

(A)A total of 48 Experts will be 
eligible from time trials to compete in 
the heat races. 

(B) A total of four heat races; twelve 
riders maximum in each heat. 

(C) Two Semi-main events with a 
total of twelve riders maximum in each, 

(D) One Trophy Dash with twelve 
non-transfers from the Semis. 

(E) All past heat race and Main event 
money that was paid to the Junior 
portion of the program (20 percent) be 
paid to the twelve riders in the Trophy 
Dash. 

(F) All past heat race and Main event 
money that was paid in the Expert 
portion of the program (80 percent) be 
paid to the twelve or twenty riders in 
the National Final. 


On a two-day dirt track race meet, a 
$5,000 time trial purse will be paid to 
the top 20 Expert qualifiers. 

The $75 “competition license” for 
National Championship Expert riders 
has been deleted.

The price of a 750 dirt machine goes 

up by $1,000; 250 road racers will cost 
$500 more than last year, and Paul 
Smart’s Kawasaki will set you back 
$1,500 more than it would have this 
year. As the price of prosperity rises, 
accompanied hopefully by the quality 
and prestige of American road racing, 
Mssrs. Augusta and Agostini may well 
join the growing list of European 
pavement aces getting in on part of the 
action. 
Safety and Engineering 
Equipment Approval (Reference 
this section in your pro rulebook.) 
Chapter XIII (Professional) 

“Upon meeting all requirements of 
the AMA and upon approval of the 
Competition Congress, a machine may 
be used in competition immediately.” 

The stipulation was made that 
applications for motorcycle approval 
must be accompanied by a fee of $50 
and be received no later than 30 days 
prior to the Congress. Applications 
received within 30 days prior must be 
accompanied by a fee of $100, and

applications received after the Congréss 
will require a fee of $500. (No more 
Astro hassles — or so the intent is...Ed.) 
Equipment Standards — General 

“Rotary engines may compete in 
competition provided they fit into the 
displacement class obtained by the 
following formula: C equals 2V over N. 
where C is corresponding capacity, V 
equals the total capacity of the different 
chambers composing the motor, and ‘N’ 
is the number of revolutions of the 
engine’s shaft necessary to complete one 
cycle within the chamber.” 

“All footrests must fold...” 

“Forks must be adequate in strength 
and size for the motorcycle on which 
they are used.” 

“Gas tanks must have a minimum 
capacity of five litres (1.32 gal.) and a 
maximum capacity of 24 litres (6.34 
gal.). Gas tanks must be constructed in a 
safe and workmanlike manner.” 

“Leaking gas tanks or fittings are 


prohibited.” 
“As of January 1, 1973, all 
motorcycles (except 750cc class 


professional motorcycles) must have an 
exhaust system meeting 92 DB on the A 
scale measured at 50 feet. As of January 
1, 1974, all motorcycles must meet this 
requirement.” 

Explanation of the above: Frames, 
brakes and forks will no longer require 
AMA approval. It will be the 
responsibility of the scrutineer to 
determine if any of these components 
are unsafe. 

Motocross machines will not be 
required to have a guard over the 
countershaft sprocket. 

Exhaust systems: Yep, just what it 
says. For ‘73, everything except 
machines in the 750 Pro class must meet 
the noise regulation. Note that it reads 
‘exhaust system”; there is no 
specification regarding mufflers or 
silencers. For ‘74, the 750 class comes 
under the same rule. The only 
foreseeable change between now and 
then would be a lower decibel figure. 
Quiet. 


THE NATIONAL PAPERS

A LOOK AT THE AMA 
CONGRESS 


Motorcycling suffered for years from 
the old adage, “If it was okay last year, 
it’s good enough this year.” This was 
true for years and years under the old 
Competition Committee, who annually 
met in various parts of the country to 
renew old friendships. 

Then pressures were applied and the 
present Competition Congress was 
created. The first year they met, five 
years ago, they abolished a longtime 
rule that allowed some machines to be 
750cc while others were restricted to

The insurance program for amateur 
events is badly mis-used and handled. 
This was an opening day statement. The 
claims far exceed any projections by the 
company or the AMA.

or higher rates and perhaps no insurance 
at all my be more than a possibility. 

There will be a new “Semi-Pro” 
racing class that will allow licensed 
Novices and Juniors to compete with 
Amateur riders on just about every type 
of track except Half-mile and Mile ovals. 
There will be a maximum purse of 
$450. This is supposed to help in areas 
where there is little or no AMA racing at 
the present time. It was proposed by the 
AMA staff and was the hottest topic at 
the Congress. It was passed after long 
and bitter debate with few guidelines. 

If you are a licensed rider, do you 
remember waiting in a long line to have 
your engine number checked at 
inspection? Well, you won’t have to any 
longer. The Congress decided to do 
away with engine numbers and the 
AMA was directed to start inspecting 
other items. The machine no longer has 
to have an engine number, or even a file 
scratching on the case. It could mean at 
least an additional hour’s sleep for every 
rider entering a National next year. 

Another giant step for mankind, and 
racers, was taken when a rule was passed 
that you no longer need to beg or 
threaten a distributor to get a frame, 
tank, or brakes approved by them to 
race. No approvals are needed on major 
items any longer. But you will still have 
to convince the inspectors that the 
items are safe and professionally made. 
If you can find somebody to build you 
something better than any body elses — 
built it. 

The controversial subject about what 
size engines will be run in the lightweight 
classes next year were brought up but 
legally there is nothing that can be 
done. 

The Congress voted, in 1971, to 
allow the 250cc limit to go up to 
360cc’s. Many of the “Yes” votes came 
that year from the elected rider 
representitives. In July the rider Reps 
said they made a mistake and wanted to 
change the whole thing. The Executive 
Committee stayed with the Congress 
decision and refused the appeal on a 
split vote. For next year it will be 250cc 
if you ride a twin two stroke, up to 360 
if you ride a single two stroke and as 
many cylinders as you want if it is a 
four stroke, with a 350 top. Yes, you 
must might see a four cylinder Honda 
350 on the half miles in the Novice 
class, or in the “Lightweight” road races 
in both the Novice and Combined 
events. 

If you have been having hearing 
problems lately the Congress may also 
have partially solved your problem. All 


Novice events next year will require that 
a maximum of 92 DBA be the limit. It 
will also apply to all riders in all short 
track racing, and all lightweight road 
racing. The only classes that escaped are 
the Junior and Expert big bike classes 
and they will have to conform, starting 
in .1974. The AMA is the first major 
racing organization to do anything 
about excessive noise. Let’s hope that it 
is recognized by the right groups and 
individuals. 

Twenty five National professional 
championships were approved. For the 
first time there will be more road races 
than any other type of national. This 
one is questionable as there are no road 
races except National events. New 
Nationals include road races at Dallas, 
Texas, Charlotte, N.C., and Pocono, Pa. 
a new dirt track is slated for Terre 


Haute, Ind. The lowest purse is 
$12,000. 
One of the- biggest and best 


approvals, according to many of the 
Congressmen, was the decision that all 
National dirt track events next year will 
be limited to Expert riders only. This 
breaks one of the oldest and long 
standing traditions and was passed with 
very little debate. About the only 
discussion came from a member 
representing a company but the member 
has held_a Junior license for the past six 
years and each year has entered only the 
Houston events. 

The Expert-only program will be 
competely revised and the new look will 
start at Houston in January. National 
road races will continue to have Junior 
and Novice classes. Nearly fifty Experts 
will qualify for every dirt track National 
in ’73. 

The last of the irregular engine sizes 
was also eliminated. Starting in 1974 all 
racing engine will have a 750cc limit. In 
recent years some could use larger than 
750 in TT events. In ’74 it will be 750 
for all riders in the Expert and Junior 
division races. The one year wait is due 
to the rules that state any engine”size 
change must have a one year lead time. 

A hot topic, believe it or not, was 
whether or not to have separate rule 
books for dirt track, road racing and 
motocross. It went through, but not 
until there was much debate. 

1973 professional license 
applications are now available from the 
AMA. One final word: the 1972 Bultaco 
Astro was finally submitted and 
approved for competition. You no 
longer need a lawyer with you if you 
plan on entering one of them,

Everyone who rides a motorcycle, at 
least in California, comes across 
vehicle-activated traffic signals or left 
turn arrows that will not change for a 
bike alone. If the rider is lucky at one of 
these signals, a car or two comes along 
and the signal changes. If not, the rider 
usually just runs the signal after a long 
wait, thus becoming fair game for any 
sneaky cop hiding in the vicinity. 

There is a solution to this problem.

The type of signal activator most 
commonly unresponsive to motorcycles 
is called a loop detector. (See Photo 1). 
When large masses of matter, such as a 
car, pass over this coil or loop of wire 
imbedded in the street surface, the 
signal control box senses a vehicle 
waiting for a signal change. 

Because of the relatively small mass 
of motorcycles, the bike must be lined 
up with one side of the loop to activate 
the signal. In other words, as you 
approach a red signal at a slow speed,

look for such a loop detector and stop 
on top of one side of it as seen in Photo 
2 


The trick is to spot the detectors in 
time, and stop on them if no cars are 
around to trip them for you. In some 
cases, the loop detector is set back from 
the signal a hundred feet or more, so 
you must spot them early. 

The second type of signal activator, 
the treadle, is usually more responsive 
to motorcycles. Most treadles (See

Photo 3) will trip the signal after a bike 
just passes over them. However, some 
are stubborn and will not. In this case 
stop with the rear wheel of your bike on 
the treadle, as illustrated in Photo 4. 

With these handy bits of information 
you should be all set for those deserted 
intersections at 2:00 in the morning. 
Still, you may come to a signal which 
will not change for your bike no matter 
what you do.

Serge Bacou is one of the many new 
faces on the Trans-AMA fall circuit. 
Serge, 25 and a native of France, is a 
works Bultaco rider and the first of 
what may turn into an invasion of 
Bultaco riders into the world of the 
Japanese (Suzuki-Kawasaki-Yamaha) 
and the European-Scandanavian 
(Maico-CZ-Husky) makes which 
dominate the motocross standings. 

The first taste of motocross- 
scrambles that Serge had was on a BSA 
four-stroke in 1962 and, with it, the bug 
got hold, During the late 50’s and early 
60’s BSA was the scourge of the 
four-strokes being hustled around the 
European circuits, most notably by 


Englishman Dave Bickers. Bacou 
continued . riding BSA until 1967 
because “The two-stroke was hard to 
get”. 


In 1968, Serge began working with 
Bultaco to do development on their 
bikes which led to competition on that 
brand and, finally, dual 250 and 500 
French championships in 1971 and 
because an accident forced him to 
curtail his competition earlier in the 
season, just the 500 national title this 
year. Still not too shabby in a country 
with the fiercest weekly competition in 
Europe. 

In 1971, Serge was keen to make the 
trip to the U.S. but it was felt that 
another year of competition would 
benefit him so the date was changed to 
this year. Campaigning for the French 
championships in both classes leaves 
Serge little time to compete in the 
International series and, it was well 
reasoned, that another year of 
competition and seasoning plus the 
added development on the large 
displacement Bul would work to an 
advantage. 

Serge has not proved his 
sponsors-Cemoto East and Bultaco of 
Spain — wrong. In the first two motos 
of the series, Serge, against some of the 
top works competition from the U.S. 
and abroad, raced to seventh 
(Copetown) and fifth (Honda Hills) 
overall placings. A rider pile-up ended 
his third round competition after only a 
quarter lap at St. Peters, Mo. 

The preparation for the U.S. trip was 
kept to a minimum with only a 
complete 350 plus spare engine and 
extra parts as well as a full tool box.

Everything is 
noted and sent in report style to the 
factory for future reference. 

“He is the perfect test rider” noted 
John Grace, president of Cemoto East, 
“meticulous in preparation, detail and 
ability to transfer to paper exactly what 
the machine does.” 

Conversing with Serge was much like 
a race...there were straights, jumps, 
curves and whoop-de-doos but, between 
his English and my French and some 
international bench racing signals we 
made each other understood.

With Santa Clarita Valley 
temperature almost a basket case, 
herniating somewhere in the frigid 60s, 
Bilton was afield in the reservation’s 
buffalo wallows — creating more heat 
and commotion than hell walking 
barefooted in flaming long johns at 
church bingo social!

Bilton, 
Glen Lund (Hus), Kenny Cook (Mai), 
Terry Bilton (Hon), Eddie Cole, 
Yamaha, and Robin Clark and John 
Holmes, both CZ-mounted.

Approaching the last turn during the 
final lap of their first spectator 
desensitizer, Claire clung tenaciously to 
a dwindling caper. Young Bilton was 
gobbling up more dirt than a Natomas 
gold dredger.

FOUR CORNERS, CAL., Oct. 15, 1972 
— “Ain’t no 125 gonna’ win this one,” 
the Desert Turtles stated firmly. “‘This is 
a big bike course.” 

Spectators at the bomb were sure 
they knew the outcome of the race as 
Larry Pfutzenreuter (Bul) and Tom 
Smith (Yam) came streaking by, but 
shortly after the bomb Tom Brooks on 
that little 125 DKW went bouncing by 
Tom Smith, riding the front wheel as 
much as the back and, ten miles later, 
Brooks passed Pfutz. 

The whole course was plain, old, flat 
desert with dust and blowsand knee 
deep over most of it. Miserable country 
for a small bike, unless, of course you 
happen to be Tom Brooks. 

In the pits, gas crews waited 
anxiously for their heros. Dust appeared 
in the distance and as the rider got 
closer the spectators stood in 
slack-jawed wonder and watched Tom 
Brooks go screaming by. 

Pfutzenreuter’s hands were ruined by 
last week’s Check Chase, but he grimly 
hung in there and came roaring in for 
gas twenty seconds behind Brooks. 

Ken Buckspan (Puc) didn’t 
understand that this race was to be won 
by a big bike-and he kept trying for first 
place. At the gas pits he was running 
third overall, with several larger bikes 
breathing down his neck. 
overall and fourth Open Expert. 

Then was Dick Harris (Hus), 
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followed by Rich Mark (Hus) who is 
sporting a very interesting purple eye as 
a result of his neat get-off at Check 
Chase. 

Down about 20th overall came the 
second Division II Lightweight Expert, 
Paul Nyland (Pen). Third Dir. Il Expert 
was Robert Morrison (Pen). The next 
175 to appear was Amateur Dean 
Modesett, still riding that shambling 
wreck of a 125 DKW, held together by 
sheer will. This week the DeeKay spit 
out its axle and Dean looked pretty 
shaky coming across the finish line. 

The list of DNF’s in the Trail Expert 
class reads like the “Who’s Who of 
Trailbikes.” First one to finish was 
Terry Harris (Baj) at 29 overall. Gary 
Charters (Hod) and Bruce Ogilvie (Baj) 
wrapped up second and third in the tiny 
bike class. It is surprising that they 
finished at all, having to slog through all 
those miles of silt. 

Joy Malis (Ric) took honors as first 
girl today. 

Some confusion existed over who 
was first Novice today. We all though 
Bryan Bennett (Yam) showed up first, 
but after digging through the sticky 
tank cards to confirm it, we came across 
Dick Graham’s (Hus) tank card and the 
lap sheet confirmed that Dick was first. 
Ron Williams (Bul) was first 250 Novice 
and third Novice overall. 

Ed Rodine (Baj) deserves a special 
pat on the back for managing two full 
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“Go to your left, fellas. At least that’s the way the course goe: 


loops and arriving ahead of all the other 
Trail Novices. 

Debra Graziano, a little doll of 11 
years, piloted a 70 Honda around one 
loop. Desert Turtles are so flabbergasted 
that she could do that much on such a 
sandy course and such a small bike, that 
they are going to accept her, one loop 
and allow her to finish.

As for sending a team to 
rescue people,..if they can’t even find 
the camp, how are they going to follow 
the course? 

Well, a couple of minor goofs, but all 
in all, a good run. And I still say Desert 
Turtles give some of the nicest finisher 
pins in the desert. 

The gas pits were situated at the end 
of a road and riders were required to 
make a left tum. Tom Smith 
approached the intersection, looked 
both ways, and signaled for the turn, He 
swears he was asking the flagman for 
directions. 

There will always be those who do not 
belong to clubs. Today, one of these 
hapless fellows was trying to get his gas 
poured in the middle of the 
intersection, but Desert Turtles were 
having no part of it and chased him off: 

His game pit crew hoisted the five 
gallon metal can and, chin high, elbows 
back, he ran looking for all the world 
like an Olympic champ after his hero. 

After a quarter of a mile he realized

Sierra 200 Enduro ———————

COALINGA, CAL., Oct. 8, 1972 — Two 
years ago the biggest problem in enduro 
riding was finding one to ride. District 
37 . sponsored about eight a year and 
District 36 had another handful. An 
upstart organization called the CERA 
also ran about three events. Now there 
are almost more Organizations that 
there were events two years ago. 

“Sierra Enduros’’ is Central 
California’s equivalent of Southern 
California’s scrambled alphabet 
organizations. They have run three of 
four events so far and are busily 
building quite a good reputation. 
They’re kind of a bad luck group for 
me, though. Last spring I planned to 
ride their Sierra 100, but it fell on the 
same date as an important Southern 
California event. Determined not to 
miss the Sierra 200, I sent my entry in 
long ago, but an illness in the family 
forced cancellation at the last moment. 
So this report is based on the 
observation of my buddies who were a 
bit luckier and actually got to ride the 
run. 

The Sierra 200 departed from the 
usual tradition of enduros in one 
significant respect: They ran the same 
loop twice. Only the checks were in 
different places to confuse you. The 
terrain however was varied enough that 
no one seemed to mind riding it twice. 

The Sierra 200 wasn’t actually in the 
Sierra at all, but on the west slope of 
the Pacific range on a nearly straight 
line between San Luis Obispo and 
Stockton. 

Considering its location, one might 
have expected lots of deep woods riding 
with more than a little water, but that 
wasn’t the case. Located, fairly low on 
the range, the vegetation was more 
scrub oak and brush than tall timber. 
That is when there was any vegetation 
at all. A good part of the run traversed 
an absolutely barren mountain that one 
rider described as being more like 
something on the moon than anything 
on earth. The trail on this long traverse 
was very very narrow with a very steep 
drop-off of some few thousand feet. 
One rider said if he slipped there, he’d 
just let the bike go and save himself by

grabbing on to something. Then as an 
afterthought, he added, “Of course 
there wasn’t anything to grab onto...” 
Although most of the run, probably 
80% was fireroad, it was not an easy 


event. ` Dry, rutted hills proved the 
undoing of many of the less skilled 
riders and those with underpowered 


scoots. But even for those for whom the 
hills were no problem, the schedule was. 
Although all but two miles of the course 
was to be run at 20 mph or less, no one 
was able to keep the schedule. The first 
half of the loop was okay, but the 
second half found _everyone | falling 
behind. As is often the case with runs 
that turn into races at the end, a Class B 
rider won the Overall Award with a 
score of 12. The next best scores were 


Dave Ekins and Jim Jenkins, both of 
whom scored 14 and both of whom 
won their respective classes. 

The organization of the run was 
excellent. When I asked Dave Edins 
about it, he said, “The times and the 
distances were all accurate. Everyone 
knew how to read the clock.” When- I 
didn’t respond right away, he added, 
“That’s. pretty rare, you know.” Yes it 
is. And a very fine recommendation for 
a relatively new organization. The 
course was also reportedly very well 
marked. And the results were out the 
same day. Why are those northern guys 
so much more talented and efficient 
than our southern organizers? 

Anyway next year I’m going to ride 
it for sure...

$150,000 Mint 400 


LAS VEGAS, NEV. — Prize money, 
dates, and proposed course layout for 
the 1973 version of the Del Webb 
Desert Rallye (Mint ‘400”) were 
announced today jointly by Jess W. 
Hinkle, general manager of Del Webb’s 
Mint Hotel, and Richard Schofield, 
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general manager of Del Webb’s Sahara 
Hotel. 

A heretofore unheard of guaranteed 
prize money fund for desert racing in 
the amount of $70,000 has been 
established. Total prize money, 
including manufacturers’ contingency 
awards, special prizes, and products, is 
expected to range between $150,000 
and 200,000. 

Properly regarded as “the world’s 
greatest off-road race”, with more prize 
money and entries than any other 
similar event, the Del Webb Desert 
Rallye will begin with registration 
Sunday, March 18, 1973. The 400-mile 
race for motorcycles will be staged on 
Monday, March 19, and the four-wheel 
vehicle classic will take place on 
Tuesday, March 20. Climax of activity 
will be the luxurious and well-attended 
Victory Banquet in the 4500-seat 
Sahara Space Center Wednesday 
evening, March 21. 

Schofield and Hinkle further stated 
that Race Director Mel Larson and his 
officials have come up with a proposed 
course layout that has “something for 
everyone”. The previous format of a 
six-lap basis over a smaller course had to 
be abandoned due to community 
growth into that area. The new plan, in 
conjunction with Bureau of Land 
Management officials, calls for one loop 
of a 400-mile-long course that will take 
the entrants through lowland desert, 
over trails and roads, and into 
rock-strewn and mountainous terrain. 
Larson added that four-wheel-drive 
vehicles, pickups, dune buggies, cycles, 
and other racing creations will find their 
particular advantages and disadvantages 
throughout.

Mexican 1000 


MEXICALI, BAJA, MEXICO, Nov. 1, 
1972 — For the first time in the history 
of the Mexican 1000 a major change has 
been made in the route of the race. For 
1972, the race’s starting location will be 
in Mexicali, the capitol of the state of 
Baja. Mexicali is located on the 
Mexico-U.S. border just south of 
Calexico, California and the Imperial 
Valley. The major reason for the change 
is the bad condition of the road 
between Camalu and El Rosario. The 
road is presently being repaved, leaving 
sections of it in inordinately bad shape 
due to preparation for paving. The new 
route will be from Mexicali to San 
Felipe (check point one) to Punta Final 
(check two) at the southern end of the 
Bay of San Luis Gonzaga and then to 
check three at Punta Prienta. From 
there on the route will remain the same. 
For those who are going to watch or 
participate there will be some shortage 
of good accommodation in Mexicali, as 
Mexicali is not a resort town. 
Accommodations can be had in 
Calexico, El Centro and Imperial. 
Registration and inspection will begin at 
8:00 am on October 31 and first vehicle 
will leave at 8:01 on November 1.

The odds were against Larry this 
year. He has not finished first overall in 
a race since last year’s Check Chase, and 
he has run up an impressive string of 
DNF’s recently. Larry was riding a 
brand new Bultaco and while that might 
sound good to the uninitiated, 
experienced riders know that: 1) the 
bike needs to be ridden for a while to 
get the rings to seat properly, etc. (The 
proper term is “breaking in”, although I 
hate to use that word.) 2) A racer needs 
some time to play with the bike and get 
used to the way it handles. All bikes 
have their won little quirks and during a 
race is a bad time to discover them. 

In New York on business for the two 
weeks proceeding the race, Larry had to 
rely on G-D Services in Anaheim for the 
set-up on his new Bul. He had a total of 
one hour to ride before he lined up at 
the start of the race. 

Intent on getting in a couple of hours 
practice Friday evening before the race, 
Larry put a two-inch rip in his front 
tire. As he patched it friends teased him 
about going out and slinging off his 
chain so he would have that-done with, 
too. 

During the race, Larry’s goggles 
pressed against his glasses giving him a 
pounding headache. When he pulled 
them away from his face one lens 
popped out and shattered. Larry rode to 
Rice (gas pit two) where he borrowed a 
pair from a Checker. 

He ran out of.gas twice. He had to 
stop and wait for traffic to clear on the 
main highway. He had to wait so long 
that he had time tovclean his glasses. 

About twelve miles from the finish, 
when he knew Gene Cannady must be 
right on his tail, the stinger fell off his 
chamber, costing him about 10% of his 
power. And when he arrived at Parker, 
Arizona, spectactors pointed out this his 
carburetor was hanging by its fuel lines. 

Larry quipped, “It finished the race, 
and that’s all I asked of it.” 

With all these problems, Larry was 
seventeen and one-half minutes ahead of 
second place Tom Smith.

The very talented Jim Fishback 
tangled with a side hack and the CZ ate 
its shift shaft. With the shaft broken off 
inside the cases, Jim, too, dropped out 
of the race. 

A.C. Bakken was due for a first 
overall. He had a lot going for him, but 
it wasn’t in the stars. The Husky lost its 
transmission and A.C. sat by the trail 


watching the people he had been leading ` 


as they streamed by. Typically, A.C. 
encouraged friends as they went by, 
waving, grinning and yelling, “Peg it!” 
at them. 

Jack Knebel did a somersault off the 
top of a sand dune, landing hard on his 
back. When he got his breath back, Jack 
started again, but the CZ seized 
momentarily and Jack packed it in 
rather than chance destroying his 
engine.

BLM from Washington, D.C., Arizona 
BLM personnel, Riverside BLM, 
Barstow CHP, Riverside CHP, Riverside 
County Sherrif, Yuma County Sheriff, 
Indian Tribal Police, Arizona CHP, and 
Parker police, to name a few.

The major influence upon 
motorcycling’s image in the last twenty 
years has naturally come from the visual 
media, i.e. motion pictures and 
television. Motorcycling developed a 
wild, bawdy image way back with 
Marlon Brando and The Wild One. To 
the public Marlon Brando and, later on, 
Peter Fonda became the motorcyclist’s 
image. I personally, and I believe it 
would be fair to say most motorcyclists, 
look up on these movies with disdain, 
but never considered the possibility that 
media might work the other way for us. 

Now, without any particular priming, 
motorcycling is getting a boost from 
visual media and not just an accidental 
one. Rob Jordan of Radiant Pictures, a 
division of Venture Productions, which 
is a division of Columbia Pictures, has 
already developed a motorcycle safety 
film and is in the process of developing . 
a series of four movies for television 
viewing about four different aspects of 
motorcycling. These films will 
encompass dirt riding, street riding, 
mini-bikes and an as-of-now-undecided 
fourth subject. 

The motorcycle safety film is called 
“Safety Rider’’ and has already received 
fairly wide-spread acclaim as the best 
picture of this type to come along. The 
most interesting part of the film to 
those of us who already ride is not the 
particular safety measures but the 
attitude that is displayed toward 
motorcyclists in general. The broadest 
value of the film will probably be to 
non-riders, in the form of a 
development of consciousness of the 
motorcycle rider. The film displays an 
average street rider and through subtle 
influences reveals him as a warm, happy, 
considerate person, in the same nature 
as anyone taking in 18 holes of golf.

The price of freedom 

On September 8, 1972 Charles 
Simon paid the $3,400 filing fee and 
presented his case ‘against mandatory 
helmet laws for consideration of hearing 
by the U.S. Supreme Court. Mr. Simon 
is pressing the case not only for himself, 
but on behalf of all the motorcyclists in 
America. 

In the 14 months that it has taken to 
climb the legal ladder, the helmet case 
has cost Charles Simon about $27,000. 
Over $15,000 was Simon’s own money, 
and he is not a rich man. He believes so 
strongly in American justice that he sold 


his home for the cause. Other 
motorcyclists have contributed 
generously. The AMA Executive 


Committee voted $2,500 and Hap Jones 
Distributing Co. gives one dollar for 
every Hap Jones helmet sold — the 
checks arrive regularly, every month. 
This newspaper contributed $200 cash 
and a couple of thousand dollars worth 
of advertising space. 

Sometime this month, we’ll know 
whether the Supreme Court agrees to 
take the test case. If not, Charles Simon 
is out $27,000 and still has to give up 
riding or else have a helmet made special 
for his unusual head. If the Supreme 
Court does agree to hear the case, the 
legal fees will cost at least another 
$25,000 — and we still could lose. 

However, the Boston Law firm of 
Crane, Inker and Oteri is representing 
motorcyclists in this case and they have 
a good track record with the Supreme 
Court. So, next time you need a good 
helmet, shop around and see what Hap 
Jones has to offer, commend the AMA 
for its help, keep on reading Cycle News 


and save your money — Charles V. 
Simon may need it.

Onward and upward with Triumph 

. Last week I had the pleasure of 
breaking bread with Dr. Felix A. 
Kalinsky, the new President of BSA Inc. 
Dr. Kalinsky is a distinguished man of 
medium size who looks accustomed to 
command, yet appears capable at any 
time of rolling up his cuffs and wading 
in where there is work to be done. The 
subject. of work dominated Dr. K’s 


conversation. He sees the role of his 
American management as “working 
with the factory, working with the 
dealers, working harder,” to put the 
company back into the high position 
from which it slipped under a previous 
management.

The new Rickman line and the 
Top Gear accessories are making life 
better for Triumph dealers and my 
feeling is that the new 500cc Triumph 
Trophy Trail will generate a lot of 
demand that no other machine comes 
close to satisfying. 

Birmingham Small Arms declared its 
wholehearted commitment to the 
motorcycle business a few months ago 
when they rejected the realistic but 
cold-blooded advice of Lazard Freres, 
their longtime financial advisors. The 
Lazard bankers insisted that BSA should 
cut their losses by getting out of 
motorcycle manufacturing and 
concentrate on the less glamorous, but 
steadier profits of heating and air 
conditioning manufacturing. The Board 
of Directors knew better and now it is 
up to their new American President to 
prove them right. The company has one 
of the best dealer networks in America, 
a great racing reputation and what looks 
like a very desirable product lineup. 
With their forthcoming Wankel engines 
and the transfusion of inspired U.S. 
management, I think it is safe to say

STATE ACTS ON GROOVED HIGHWAYS- 


Within the past year, Assemblyman Chappie has introduced three separate bills to 
provide greater safety for road-riders through the signing and eventual elimination of 
highway rain grooves. As the result of this legislation, the California Division of 
Highways has completed their initial studies and is ready to act upon this ‘highway 
menace’ to motorcyclists. 

Motorcyclists are encountering two separate, but similar, problems with highway 
surfaces. The first are those surfaces into which grooves were cut after the highway 
was completed. These are referred to as “rain grooves’. The second are those surfaces 
which were given a wavy brushed surface at such time that the concrete was setting. 
These are referred to as “brushed surfaces”. 

Several solutions have been offered for overcoming the problem that these surfaces 
represent. 

1. Leave a two-foot smooth-surfaced strip on the right-hand side of the outside lane, 

and, į 
2. Erect signs 1000 feet in advance of the rain grooves/brushed surfaces to alert 

motorcyclists of the potential danger. 
3.The Division of Highways has suggested painting wavy lines on the pavement 

surfaces in lieu of erecting signs. Their reasoning is that the painted lines will be 
easier to see at night and will not require the motorcyclist to take his eyes off the 
road in front of him,

full-width hubs do not contain brakes 
that match the performance of the rest 
of the machine. 

Detailing on the machine has shown 
continual refinement since the first 
models were - introduced into this 
country. The new footpegs are of 
excellent configuration but could stand 
to be about an inch longer for a full-size 
rider. It’s difficult to grip the tank with 
your knees when up on the pegs. 
Magura grips and levers; lube nipple 
cables; excellent chain guide. Puch will 
make an accessories dept. go broke. It’s 
got good stuff on it. 

The Puch makes a surprisingly 
tractable trailbike, as a- well-designed 
motocross chassis should, though the 
high revs necessary to get power take a 
little getting used to. It climbs over and 
around obstacles with ease, attributable 
to the really excellent suspension and 
weight distribution. What it really does 
best is go very fast over relatively open 
terrain, like a desert. It’s no slouch at 
motocross, either, but is more oriented 
to the “works” racer than the garden 
variety novice, for the elbow-to-elbow 
type of work. Handling is definitely 
quick enough and it’s light enough, but 
a novice racer could have problems 
bogging it. 

At the end of a day’s riding, some 
other things about the Puch became 
obvious. The shrouded air box must 
work because the filter isn’t too dirty 
and seems to be in a good dead air 
space. The engine hasn’t sucked up very 
much petroil at all. Especially in view of 
the wide open throttle setting that seem 
to get the 125 moving best and a 
decent-sized carb for a 125, Nothing 
had fallen off or rattled loose. Now 
that’s the way to build a dirt racer. 

The 1973 Puch also has some other 
goodies that attest to quality but are 
not immediately obvious. Like 
undercoating the steel fenders to retard 
rust, a heavy-duty swingarm to retard 
tweaks, a Bosch electronic ignition that 
was no doubt at least partly responsible 
for the first kick starts and lack of 
fouled plugs (even running a rich pilot 
jet), and a mud flap on the back of the 
front fender. We’re prejudiced toward 
bikes with mud flaps on the front 
fender.
